CHAPTER 88. ,i

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE SKKVICK OF PROCESS UPON
NON-RESIDENT PARTIES IN ACTIONS RESPECTING HEAL
ESTATE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. Any person or persons, co-partnership or cor-
Non-rcaiacnt porati'm, not resident of. this State, owning or churning any
owners to'iy interest in or lien upon any lands lying within this State, niuy

'nt' t« accept file Jn the office' of the Secretary of State of the State of
c"s!c° °f pr° Minnesota, a written agreement, duly executed and ac-

knowledged, in the manner provided by law for the exe-
cution and' acknowledgment of deeds, thereby stipulating
and agreeing upon the part of the party or parties executing
the same, that service or process and summons in any action or
proceeding concerning such real estate, or any interest therein
or lien thereon, hereafter commenced in uuy of the courts of
this State, in which such owner or claimant shall be made
a party, may be made upon such agent or agents as shall be
designated in such agreement, who shall be resident of this
State, and authorizing such agent or agents for such party or
parties to admit such service of process or summons upon
him or them, and agreeing that the service of process or
summons upon such agenfc or agents shall be valid and bind-
ing upon such party or parties. Suc-.li agreement shall desig-
nate such agent or agents, and the place of residence of such

tary'ofuJtat?B Secretary of State, in a book to be provided for that pur-
oSi'cc. pose, and he shall be entitled to demand and receive, for the fil-

ing and recording thereof, and of. any revocation thereof, a
fee of fifteen (15) cents for eacli folio of cue hundred (100)
words lioutained therein. Service of process or summons,
or of any writ or notice in such action, shall be made upon
the person or persons so designated as such-agent or agc.nts,
in the manner provided by law for the service of process
upon persons residing in this State, and shall be held and
deemed a valid and effectual service thereof upon such owner
or claimant in like manner, and shall have the same effect in
all respects as if served personally upon such owner or claim-
ant within the State ; but where such party in the action ap-
pears by his attDrney therein, the service of papers shall be
upon the attorney instead of the party, as by law provided.

The original record of such agreement, or a duly certified
copy of such record thereof, shall be deemed and taken to
be sufficient evidence thereof ; and no service by publication
